The 1983 silver dollar coin was designed by 
Miss Elizabeth Jones, Chief Engraver at the Mint 
and the first woman appointed to the post in the 
history of our nation. 

The obverse of the coin is a dramatic representa¬ 
tion of the traditional Greek discus thrower in¬ 
spired by the ancient work of the Greek sculptor, 
Myron. The discus thrower is shown in motion 
accentuated by varying outlines. The reverse de¬ 
picts the head and upper body of an American 
eagle.

1984 Olympic Gold Eagle Coin 

The 1984 gold ten dollar coin was designed 
by Mr. John Mercanti, the youngest member of 
the U S. Mint engraving staff, from a concept 
created by Mr. James Peed, an artist at the Mint.

Only recently, Secretary Donald T. Regan approved designs of the three 
commemorative coins for the 1984 Olympic Games. I knew you would want to 
see these designs as you decide which coins you want to own as a collector 
or to give as a gift, so I have enclosed a reproduction of the artists 
renditions of their designs. I also felt you might be interested in a 
brief history of each artist. 

The 1983 silver $1 coin has been designed by Miss Elizabeth Jones, our 
exceptionally talented Chief Engraver. The obverse of the coin will be an 
artistic representation of the Greek Discus Thrower; the reverse, an eagle 
head. Miss Jones, when appointed Chief Engraver by President Reagan in 
1981, became the first woman ever to hold this position. She is also 
responsible for the design of the George Washington Commemorative Coin 

issued this year. 

The 1984 silver $1 coin has been designed by Mr. Robert Graham, an 
American artist from Los Angeles, California. He was commissioned by the 
Los Angeles Olympic Organizing Committee to create a major sculpture whic 
is to be placed in front of the Los Angeles Memorial Coliseum. This 
scuplture will be unveiled in the year of the coin, 1984. The design of 
the coin depicts this sculpture with the Olympic Stadium in the background 
and the full eagle on the reverse. 

The 1984 gold $10 coin, the first gold coin to be issued by the United 
States in some 50 years, has been designed by Mr. James Peed, a visual 
information specialist with the Bureau of the Mint and a competent artist 
in his own right. Although he studied under the former Chief En Sraver 
Frank Gasparro some years ago, Mr. Peed is no longer part of the Mint s 
engraving staff and did the work on the designs in his evenings and on 
weekends.

The Need 

Most countries of the world financially support the training and travel of 
their Olympic athletes. Until now, there has been no formalized gpvernment 
support of U.S. Olympians. The United States Olympic Committee (USOC) trains 
them, and solicits help in covering these costs. 

In July 1982, in a move to provide governmental support to present and 
future Olympians, Congress enacted the Olympic Commemorative Coin Program. This 
legislation. Public Law 97-220, authorized the minting of 52 million coins-- 
50 million 1983 and 1984 silver dollars, and 2 million 1984 gold ten dollar 
coins. This represents the first U.S. Olympic commemorative coinage, and the 
first gold coin of any type to be minted in the U.S. in the last 50 years. 

The legislation provides that $10 from the proceeds of the sale of each 
silver dollar, and $50 from each gold coin shall be allocated to provide these 
support funds. These funds will be donated to the USOC and to the Los Angeles 
Olympic Organizing Committee (LAOOC) for the training and housing of U.S. 
athletes and the staging of the 1984 games in Los Angeles. 

The Marketing Effort 

D'Arcy-MacManus § Masius and its Poppe Tyson Division were selected as 
the U.S. Treasury Department's domestic marketing consultants for the Olympic 
Coin Program. The agency has developed an integrated marketing plan that 
includes advertising, direct marketing, promotions, publicity, pricing, packa¬ 
ging, and distribution. 

The American business and numismatic communities will provide a network 
for ordering and purchasing these coins. Companies and associations have 
endorsed this support program, and are participating with cooperative promotional 
efforts, payroll deduction programs, and a wide variety of special events. 
American sports and entertainment personalities have volunteered to publicize 
the effort via television, radio, and print messages. 

The American Team Spirit 

The 1984 Summer Olympics will be the first in 50 years to‘be played on 
American soil. This extraordinary event in the country's history calls for a 
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comparably extraordinary effort for support. 

The theme for the marketing program is “Support The Home Team.” It jnust 
capture the spirit and cooperation of all Americans to succeed.

Public Law 97-220 provides that a surcharge of no less 
than $10 for each silver coin and $50 for each gold coin be 
used to promote the Olympic movement. These surcharges are 
incorporated into the costs of the coin sets. Specifically, 
the law stipulates that 50 percent of the surcharges be 
promptly paid to the United States Olympic Committee to be 
used to train United States Olympic athletes, to support 
local or community amateur athletic programs and to erect 
facilities for the training of such athletes. The remaining 
50 percent of the surcharges shall be paid to the Los 
Angeles Olympic Organizing Committee to be used to stage and 
promote the 1984 games in Los Angeles. 

As of January 21, more than 800,000 Olympic coins have 
been sold with gross sales in excess of $60 million. Of 
this amount, $14 million in surcharges have been collected 
for the two Olympic committees.

Good morning and welcome to what I believe is an exciting 
moment -- not only for the Department of Treasury -- but more 
importantly -- for our Nation's young athletes. Today represents 
the kickoff of the Olympic Coin Program, a program that has been 
in the works for more than two years. 

r 

It has been 3 lengthy process to turn this particular idea 
into a reality, but the effort was an honorable one. The goal 
of the program has always been to give financial support to both 
the United States Olympic Committee and the Los Angelas Olympic 
Organizing Committee. I am pleased to say that these two 
committees are represented today and will be working closely with 
us throughout the program to help assure the success of this 
joint effort. 

Let me say a few words about the details of the Olympic Coin 
legislation. The bill was sponsored by Congressman Frank Annunzio 
of Illinois, Chairman of the House Subcommittee on Consumer Affairs 
and Coinage. Congressman Annunzio has worked continuously to gain 
passage of an Olympic Coin Bill that would assure financial support 
to our young Olympic athletes. Ills bill certainly does that. 

The bill states that all the profits made from the program 
are to be split equally between the U.S. Olympic Committee and 
the Lc 3 Angeles Olympic Organizing committee. Specifically, at 
least $$U from the sale of every gold coin and 510 from the sale 
of every silver coin is to be sent directly to these two Olympic 
Committees. 


The bill authorizes the Mint to strike three coins : 

* A 1983 ?i silver coin, composed of 90i silver, 

* A 1984 $1 sliver coin which will not be available 
until 1984, also composed of 901 silver, 

and 

* A 1984 $10 gold coin composed of 90$ gold which will not 
be available until 1984. This Coin represents the first 
gold coin to be produced by the United States Mint in 
over 50 years, and will contain one half ounce of gold.

The 1983 silver dollar was designed by Elizabeth Jones, 
Chief Sculptor and Engraver of the United Status.
